THE FACTS: 

A 24-year-old staff member serving as the Sea Base medical technician and as a 
dive' instructor had his registration suspended this week and was asked to 
leave the base following allegations from other staff members involving sexual 
improprieties. 

Wampler says the man was not fired, and no charges were filed. 

Apparently a 17-year-old counselor in training reported to his supervisor that 
the individual in question had fondled him after he accepted an invitation to 
sleep in the 24-year-old's air-conditioned quarters (counselors in training 
share space with Scout and Explorer crews in un-airqonditioned buildings). 

The 17-year-old's superior had dismissed earlier allegations by at least one 
other 17-year-old counselor in training involving the same scenario. 

The supervisor and the first 17-year-old mentioned went to Wampler at this 
point and the 24-year-old was confronted with the allegations. 

Wampler says the man was on his staff for 5 seasons, was well liked, and^had 
baby sat his children many times. Wampler stated Ralph Jordan has the file on 
this case.
